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LEEDS AND ITS MERCHANTS.

Laoeds was in exleténce more than a thousand
years before it attalned much commercial noto-
rioty. Bullton or near the site of an old Roman
encampment, it was & fortified town in the daya
of Bede, Ite stremgth made it a special object
of attnck st the time of the Norman Conqnest,
and thereafter, for several generations, the
Paganels and thelr descondunts were Its feudal
Yorde, Muurice de Gannt, or Paganel, the last
of these, in 1208, gave to (ts burgesses a charter
of freedore, worthily robbing Wmsell of much
of his suthority in order that the welfare of the
town might be promoted. Then, howoyef, and
for tome centuries ensuing, Leods was sfall and
uninfluential; steadily advancing as a market
for wool and =heepsking, bul inlerior to some
sthers of the Yorkshire and Lincolnshire towns
to which the Hull and Boston merchants re-
sorted for those staples of trade with the conti
mental clties,

Ia ancient Leeds there were few elemonts of
prosperity; but as soon s# Laocnshire and
Yerkshire became great tields of manufncturing
energy, Leeds was found to be the ftkest ceplro
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detaite and b the  principies  of  com-
wmeree Mehed W0 the  ulmost  free-
dom of |0 Lestry, #0 imdependent and disiote-
vonied, Vast ba saerificed: the representation of
%l'lﬂ‘. because he would ot support the olalins
¥the shipping interests 1o n relmposition of tho
old resirictions on navigation, thvorabie to frea:

the Eusi; » cool, clear-headed, patient man of

ANl these Sykeses weps of one stock, with u
edigroe plainly defined. Itis not elear whe! h‘m
[)lm mwuy Denleons contemporary with H}l lnf
were all of common parontage, of members o
noveral distinet families, Two branches, be.
tween whom uo kinship can be 'lfﬂf‘ﬂll, are
specially notable, One sprang from a William
Ir:nimn. olothier and merchant, Who was in
business at North Town End near the begin-
ning of the elghteenth century. O his two
song, the younger, Sir Thomas :"H‘Pﬂll. wite n
famous lawver and King's Bench judge, The
alder, Willlam, earried on hi= father's (rade,
He wue yery rich, veIy generons (o the
poor, ind somowhat eccentric,  Four times,
between 176 nndd 1758, be was elected Mayor of
Loeeds, bt refused to enter upon the duties of
the office, 0 that fresh mayors had Lo be

chosen, Jv Lthe last year the jnsulled corpora-
tion bronghl an action against him for this per-
sletent rejection of their proffered honor, nud he

at length agreed to take the title of Mayor on
condition that all the business shounld be done
by hi= brother. In 1779 he was High Sherif of

ust a6 Manchester helped on and was helped

the commercial advancement of Liverpool.

anchester and Leods bave grown togellicr,
taking the places, as great mantlacturing
resoris, of the older towns of Bristol and Nor-
wieh, About contemporary with Humphroey
Chetham, the great benefactor of Manchester,
was Bir John Saville, who, in 1626, obtained
from Charles I charter of incorporution for
his native town, and was thereupon “Il‘__!’ﬂl"‘t-'_'l
ita fdirst mayor or aldermsn, SivJohn Saville's
arms—in which & shoeep, the most prowinent
objeet, fitly Indicated its subsequent prosperiy
as ¢ sent of woollen manufacture —became the
arme of Leods, and {rom his time the annals
of the town show a nolable syccession of mer-
¢hantz and manulicturers, *

Most famous among them all was excellont
John Harrison, who was born in 1670, snd died
in 1656, His futher, also o John Harrison, wus n
rich merchant before him, so presperons gnd
wenlthy that the son had little need to earn
more monay, and wisely spant bis lortune o
doing all the good that liy in hit po wer.

When be wue seven years old, It was reported
ke paw n poor boy in the sireets, withoot cout
er shoes, and, straighiway takg off his own
coat, threw it oyer the lad’s shoulders. When
he was seventy, and himsell, if uotin actually
poverty, much poorer then he formerly had been,
curping lookers-on declared that he bad bronght
kis misfortunes on himeelf by the reckless ways
in whioh all through life he hud shown His
chantable disposition. Having bougbt Rock.
ley Hall, in the Lower Head ﬁm—. soon atter
Imheritiog bis father's fortune, his fivst step was
to sel mpart fts two largest rooms as storehouses
for food and clothing o be given to ths poor.
To 1626 Lie perlormed the tunctions of Mayor of
Leeds, as deputy ol Sir John Sawville, und twies
afterwards he flled the office in bis owy name,
During his second mayoralty, in 1634, St Johy's
Church, begun three years earlier, and built ut his
own expense, wis completed, He hadalready ~et
up @ new and much more commodions bullding
for the old Leeds Grammar School, foundesd
seventy years before; and in 1658 Le established
and endowed, near 1o 8t, John's Charch, « hos-
Blul for poor widows, About this time, too, he

uilt himself & house in Brigeate—*'a good old-
tusbioned house, with u quadrangular court in
the midst,” eays the old Distonon, whe adds
that *“it bas one thing very peculinr fn it,
mamely, boles or passages cut in the doors or
ceilings for the free paseage of cats, for which
snimale he seems to have had as great an ailec-
tion s unother eminent bevefactor, Sir Richard
Whittlngton.” Other doubtiul anecdotes, akin
to some other Whittinglon traditions, are re-
corded of him, “When Charles T, then in the
Rands of the Scots, was bronght to Leeds,” it is
said, “‘access to his person was wvot, of course,
eaali_\'uhtaim-d. but Mr. Harrison desired per-
mission to present his Majesty with a tankard
of excellent ale, which he brought in his liund.
In this the guards could eee no treachery, und
thoy sccordmgly admitted him; but the
King, on opening the lid, found that,
instead of the expooted beverase, the
vessel wag filled with broad pieces. These he
contrived to hide with great dexterity, and his
loyal benefactor was dismissed with more gra-
titude than thanks.” Honest Harrison could
pot follow the faile of progress that brought
about the Commonwealth, and his last years
were made unhappy by the {ailure of the
royalist cause, The dejection of many of uis
old friends was o great griet to him, *The time
was when you Ullﬁ(‘-] me  patron, und remem-
bered me in your prayers, pubtic and private,
he sald, in a Ietter to the incambent of St
Jobn's Church, on which, with its achonlhouse,
and pesociated charities, he bad spent at least
#ix thousand pounds; "‘]lﬂ NOW PAITons are out

of date, and churches may be Ltlle bares: to
pray for any s popish and prelatic, Tue tume
wae whon sulgsmd fof you under the toyul

y ‘more than yon will saffer f(or e
under the paxllument; but, oh, the times !
my suffering for you I wade the apoe-
Togy to deter you from so much as visit
ing me, belog under the batches: a  poor
conclusion grounded on weak premises, Tos

time was when all T could do tor you was too
little; bul now the Joast done for uie is too
much.” Posterity, however, ha: remembered
Jaha Harrison's good actions, and he is rightly
honored as the loremost o1 wll the benefnctors
of Leeds,
The preatost boon conferred by Hurrizon on
the commerce of Leeds was his erection, in
Kirkgate, of "a stutely cross, (or convenlence
‘of " the murkel,” Thither sssombled, during
many subsequent geoerations, the wool pro-
ducers and woolstaplers, the clothlers and
eloth merchanis of Leeds, Amoug the niost
famous of them were John and Philip Thoresby,
brothess, and both of them Avdermen of the
bereugh soon alter ils incorporation, the eldest
of whom was graudisther of Ralph Thoresby,
the antiquarian; Willlam  Milner, who was
Mayor of Leeds in 1607, and father of the Wil-
liam Milner on whom Queen Anune econferred a
barongley, und several Denlsons und Sykos
The Sykos were consplcuons among “the mer-
chants of Leeds during more than two centu-
ries, A William Sykes, son of Richard Sykes,
of Sykes’ Dyke, pear Curlisle, settled in Leeds
A8 u clolbier in the sixteenth century, and his
grandson Richard, wealihy enough to boy the
mianor of Leeds from the Crown in 1625, was
chief ‘aldermun of the town for the first
olghiteén yeurs of it« Wwmporporation. Dyiug in
1645, be Teft vast estites to ench of Lis four
#ons, and ten thousawd pounds to ench of his
four dnnghrcn-, from whom four knights, and
barvpets’ families were desconded.  Anolher of
the family was Daniel Svkes, wiw was born iy
1642 and died in 1693, He was wayor of Hull,
and for many yemrs the grealest merchaot
therely, He tollowed the Baltic trade, apd it 1s
recorded of him that at one Lime, duriug u
grievons famine in Sweden, be (reighted Baveral
veasels with provisions, und despatohed viom
for gratultons distribution among the §ars g
people. In return for that noble act, the
Swedigh Government granted him a lease of ron
mines, whence his sons wnd grandsons drew
+ lmmense wealth, The house of Joseph Sykes,
Son, and Company for more thup th rly voars
most monopolized the trade i 2 wedish tron
Joseph, old Dianie) Bykes’ grandson, was tather
of unother and more famous Denie! Sykes, He
was bred a lawyer, and legal pureyits partly
oocoupied bim all’ through life; but the stuie of
his health led lum to fnd in commerce his elhior
employment, and he became another famous
merchant both In Leeds and in Hull, jolning
the two 4, 4bd adding to them lurthey
;:rk #8 & genlous politicisn in an unusdal way,

Apother of the Denisons, nnmed Joseph, was
horn at Lecdsan 1926, His parents were too
poor, it is «ald, to be able to teach him even to
reqel, Bot be mannged to serape together o
little knowledge by bis own energy, and then
lie applied that energy to the making of a groat
fortune, He ran away from Lecds to London,
Justin vime to obtain a situntion in the count-
ing-house of John Dillon. of St. Mary Axe. By
sue means or olher, ho soon heeame n partner,
und then sole proprietor of the business, his
old master at last hecoming his clerk. “‘By
npabated industry and the moet rigdd frugality,
he worked himsell,” we are told, “‘into very
ulgh credit and an incrensing lortune.” He wad
ahout [(ifty when, in 1775, the old Hevwoods of
Liverpool established thelr bauk, and found it
expedient to employ him as their T.ondon
agent,  Here agafn, he steadily pushed himself
ito the topmo#t place, begueathing, in 1506,
the sendor  partuership . the bhoose ol
Dendsomn, Heywool & Company, besides
more than a million in  lapds or
mofiey, 1o his son, Willlam Joseph Denison,
many years member of Parlinment for Surrey,

Sheritl of York«hire in 1807, and wncle of the

firel Lord Londeshorough. When he died he
wuE worth between two and three million
ponnds,

Most of {he money-making Denisons 1eft

Leeds to spend or hoard thetr wealth vlsewhore,
The true merchant-patriots of & lown are thoss
who use the influence that it brings them for
He own sdvancement; aud such pre cminently
were Benjamin Gott and John Marshall, the

first n\'emi' of the nineteenth. Toelr llves were
very uearly contemporaucouns, aud they were
ussociates o many good nnd chorituble work «;
but in business matters they held difterent
conrses, The one gave new lile to the old
woollen trade of the town: the other save it
unothier staple souree of wealth, by making it a
great centre of linem manuiacture,

All the early prosperity of Leeds, as we have
aliewdy observed, sprung from its trade in wool-
len goods; yet in the middle of the seventeenth
ceglury, ehortly betore the birth of ]in-n{umin
Gatt, this trade was still in & infancy. Leeds
itselt was, in compnrison with its present con-
ditlon, an inslguilicant town, bhavdly longer
than the length of Briggate, stretahing westward
no jurther than Trinity Charch, and with Saint
Peter's Chureh for almost _its castern limit,
Saint Johm’s Clhureh, with  Free Grammar
School und Hwarrison's Almshouses adjoining,
tormed 1ts modern boundury; and all the town
wae contained on the nor side of the Aire,
The old Norman bridge at the foot of Brigmte
still sufticed for the weekly eloth market; the
traders of the lown and the country muuuiac
turers being called together by a bell rung in
the quaint bridge chapel, and the merchants
Hull, Boston, and simllar places coming there
1o buy and carry down the cloths by way

of the river, By 1758, however, the trade had
outzrown that old-ashioned mart, and acecord-
ingly, n ecommodious building, now known as
the Mixed Cloth Huall, was set up a little Lo the
west of Trivity Chureh, This structure, thought
preposterously large al the time of its erection,
tormed a guadrangle three: hundred and sixty-
four tect long and 3 bundred and nipnetytwo
leet broad, with an ipner conrt wessuring three
hundred and thiviy fecl by ninetv-six, 11 was
accessible by seven doors, wus lighted by a
bundred and  slxty<even windows, und was
Inrge enough, v war reckoned, to hold £109,200
worlh ot cloth at u thme. Within sceventéen
years from its openlng, it was found necessary
to bulld snother meeting-plice, The White
Cloth Hall, between Brigeate and Saint Peter's
Charch, wos completed i 1776; und within a
few years, nine similur stroctures were opened
in all the (rading towns of the West Rid ng of
Yorkshive, All grew with the growth of Leods,
Iv 1776, Leeds contatued 17,117 inbabitants, By
1801 the population lad inereascd to §0,690; in

1821 It amounted to 85,740; und in 1805 1L was
estimated at 224,025,
One ol the canses of that rapid growth wus

the opening of the Leeds and Liverpool Canal,
begun in 1767, und stendily but slowly continued
down 1o its cempletion in 1816, As eacly us
1774, bowever, twenty miles of the canal, ex.
tending from Bingley to Bradford, were ready
for use, and prese¢uted, according to the judg-
ment of contemporaries, *the noblest works
of the kind that perhaps are to be found In the
universe, nwmely, a fHve-fold, n three-fold, a
twodold, und o single lock, making togothor u
fall of & bundred and twenty foet; & Inrge aque-
duet bridge, of seven arches, overthe river Alre,
and um agueduct on a |=1l'_5¢' embankment over

Shipley vaulley.” =~ There cortainly wa: need
of “improvomient in the wayve = of tratfie.
Down to 1753 the hest vomds between Leods
and the peighboring towns were  narrow
lands,  with just room enough for
the old-fashioned  wagons that were  tsed
for burdens too henvy for conveymice in

the nsunl way, on the backs of single horses,
tm these pack-horges the raw wool nod rougiiy
wade eloths were generully carcled by the smaull
dealers, who rode . front of thelr goods, |
was alow travelling al best, rendered verv dan-
gerous by the bad stiate of the dark and cheer-
Test rowds, and the econstanl risk ol attack by
highwaymen, y

Most of the wopl was made into cloth by small
maun‘acturess statered about the conntry, anid
logdged In the differcnt towns und villawes of Lhe
West Riding, These manufaetyrers brought o
sent their goods to the markets of such places
s Loeds, Bradtord, or Wakefield, there ellher
to besold nt onee to the wholesale merchionts
[rom other parts of England or from forelen
countries, or to be collegted by the wool-staplers
and restrved for subsequeat distribution. There
were no manuinetures conducted om the ex.
temsive scale now common, sud pecessary to
the more fnlshed  workmanship of modern
Umes, until Benlsmin Gott set the fashion,

Showing aptittde for the
businese, e WAs “ o0y taken nio pAtinership by
hin employer, and upon their Jouth O Totiee-
ment be Decame sole muster of the establish
ment.

Ak eoery, prodence, and reasonable philan-
thropby soon made it thedarzest of the kind in
Leads, and insured for him so mach prosperity
that in due time e came (o bo the recognized
head of the woellen trade in Yorkshire, From
firsl to last he aimed, above all things, at pre
scrving the independence of the small d{-a'lmﬂ
and manufacturers, Foll of sympathy for the
grenl hody of the people. he watoned with
jealome eye the development of huge factories
Hke those of the Peels, at Bury and Tamworth,
llmlk the Monteiths, at Blannjre and Dulmar-
nock,

He saw that this was an fnevitable tendency
ol modern commerce: he yiolded (o it himself,
and became proprictor of & monster factory ol
his own; but he folt thau this growth of trade,
\f, on the one hand, it was very helpral to the
lowar clnsses, was hkely, on the other, to inflict
upon them a scrious injury, He considered that
the men who were only fit to be the servant: of
oilbers conld not possibly be hurt, but would very
likely be benefited by having employment in
large instond of small establishments,” But he
wie very loth to damage the position of the
multitudes of insigmiflcant manufacturers, who
lwnurahl’y preferied to be their own masters,
and to follow the calling ifuberited from their
fathers, only falded by thelr own sons and
daughters, or perbaps by one or two appren-
tices, who hoped in tme to be also indepeudent
clothmakers. - With all such men Benjamin Gott
wns anxious to trade in thelr owno wav, He
=onght them out, bonght thefr prodace from them
on equitable terms, made overy allowance for
any defects in its charncter thint 'were doe to the
incompleieness of the machinery with which
they were forced to be content, and epcouraged
them to go on in their old ways, only adapting
those ways to the demands of modérn commeree
Jor gheap and well-mads goods,

With that excellent purpose he did his utmost
to earry on the swnller sorts of busipess that
had characterized bis bouse when he tivst be-
came a partnor in it. He was, however, not
copnteni with that. Ressonnbly mindinl of his
own inlerests, as well as with the view of pro-
moting the wellare of his town and trade, he
algo became a manufncturer on a large scale,
His factory at Armley was, lowards the end of
the eighteenth century, so extensive, that his
workmen's wages amounted to £1000 o week—u
small sum in the eyes of many great manufactu-
reis of the present day, but very large indecd
if taken ws a measure of the extent of an em-
ployer's business seventy years ago,

At that  time wool und worsted were we rked
exclusively by hand; neither Harerenyes' jenny
nor Crompton’s mule, nor any of the other In-
ventions that had already caused wonderful
improvement in cotton manufacture, having
been as yet adapted to woollen fibre. The wool
wias first sorted, and then combed or earded by
the manual Ianbour of men and boye, whose
wverpee wopes amounted to abont twelve shil-
lings a week; then It was spun, generally by
women aond glrls, whose wages varled from
elghteen pence to hali-a-crown a week, It was
linally snbmitted to the hund-loom weaver, who,
with hard work, could rarely eson more than
ten shillings & weck, 1In 1858 the average wages
of the men employed 1o the Leeds woollen tac-
tory amounted to twenty-two shillings s week,
while boys received aboiut six and ef htpence,
and women and girls more or less than eight
shillings, Thus the labourersa' rate of pay has
heen more than doubled, notwithstanding the
very great reduction in the price of the
goods produced by them, through the introduc-
fion of machinery into the woollen manufacture,
begun b{ Gott and his sssociates, and greatly
l‘&'il'll‘dg( in rccg'nt ‘acars I)yf"iaungier men, like

ol Yorkshire, and more than a fourth of that of
all Greav Britain, was ocoupied by 340 manufic-
turers, who gave employment to 23,228 opera-
tives, besides using 1005 gigs, 2344 power looms,
nand 423,482 spindles worked by SLenm-power
cqgual to the toree of 7810 horses.

And while the woollen trad® has been thus
progressing in Leeds, under the oncouragement
of men hke Benjamin Gott, the town has become
the home of another wealth- woducing branch
of commerce, with John M:lrulmll for its toster-
father.

There hnd been o linen mude in Leeds, as in
every ether part of England, irom time imme-
morial, Long belore woollen fabrics came fnto
general use, it was the fashion for country puo-
ple to grow, or barter, a little flax, and there
with to make rongh clothing for themselves and
those belonging to them, "Mheve was 4 gulld of
Jinen wenvers in Loudon In the fourteenth cen-
tury, and every important town had a smilar
ussociation during the middle ages, But the
trade was slow In muklug progress as a trade.
Lopg alter Eogland had grown famons for
1t woollen manutactures, the making of linen
clothing was left cniefly in the hands of

countiy folks and the davghters of the house-

hold, their courser wuares being fonnd zood
enough for ordinary use, while the botter soris
were imported from France ana Holland., In
the second half of the seventecnth century, how-
ever, a great change began, In 1008 & Jaw was
puarsed Jor tne encourdgement of linen manu-
incture ln England, and without the ald of laws,
the trade was readily prosecuted in various parts
of Scotland, About 1760, morcover, some Seots
resident in the north of Ireland started the
manuviacture in Belfast and the nelshborhood,
where for many centuries flax had been freely
grown, but only lor exportation or domestic
Uee,  “No womén are abler to spin linen thread
well,” sald Sir Willlam Temple in 1680, *'than
the Lrish, who, laboring litle in any kind with
their hands, have thelr Gngers more supple and
=0it than any other women of ke poor condi-
ton among ue, Andthis may ceriginly be lm-

roved Lo i arcal manuafacture of
ilnen, so as to benr down the f(rade
both of France and Holland, and draw
much of the mopney which goes from

Englund to those parts upon this cecas<ion into
the bands of his Mujesty’s subjects of Ireland,
without eressing any inferest ol trade Fug-
land,"” Successive generatlors of statesmen
wore of that oplaion, and in ull sorts of wiys
the linen trau‘:- was encournged in  Treland,
much good to the couniry being done thereby
ln spite of the consequent imjury to the oldel
business in woollen goods: By the yenr 1760,
Belinst, Newry, Drogheda, Londonderry, Dun-
dalk, and Dublin had come 10 huve g thriving
trade i linen, most of . which wae shipped to
Laverpool, for disuibution in varions purts of
Englund.,  In Scotland, also, the trade made
rapid progress, Glasgow belng its headguarters,
und other towns, like Kirkealdy und Dundee,
being set by it on the highway 1o prosperits

In the first half of ithe elghteenth contury,
“linen being everywhere made st home," av-
cording to contemporury report, "“the spinning
eaccuted by the servants duriug the long winter
evepingsand the weaving by the villnge webster,
there was n genetal abundasce of papery and
underclothing, hvery woman made her web
and bleached it herself, and the price pever ros
higher thao two shillings o yard, and with this
cloth pearly every one wis clothad. ‘fhe yonng
men, who were at Lthis time growing more nice,
got jineos 1rom Holldud for shirts, Lot the old
ones were sutistied with necks and sleeves of the
fine; which were put oo loose aboye the country
|:IutI|," In thos¢ days the handsomest ball
dresses wele made of linen, and o country
pluces the wealthiest lodies thougnt it no als-
grace 10 busy themselyes with the spinning.

but his father, William Marshall, was a shop
keeper In Brigeate, John Marshall was goon
tired of his prospects as p shopkeeper's assistgnt,
He woau eighteen when Kendrew and Porthouse
produged their Hag-epinning uachine, 1t is not
clear whether be was thereby Influenced in nis
cholce of a business, or whether nhle course han
already been marked out, At sy rate he los
no time in proceeding to Dartington, there mas-
tering the intricactes—such as they were —of the
machine, and returning to his own towtl, to pat
